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REMARKS 


Claims 11-31 are pending. 

Claims 11-14, 18, 19, 21-25, 27, 28, and 31 are rejected. 
Claims 15-17, 20, 26, and 29-30 are allowed. 
In response, Applicants 

cancel claims 11 and 23, 

amend claims 12-14, 18, 19, 21, 22, and 27 to depend 
from claim 15, and 

amend claim 31 to depend from claim 26. 

Accordingly, it is believed that all claims are directed to 
allowed subject matter.
